Tbc best tuelliud I Iia\i: found for cu- 
ring hams, is, aflcr l!io liatus have Imscmi 
eut, let them lie on a shelf, vrhero they 
can have plenty of cool air, so that the. 
animal heat is entirely out of them, be- 
fore you attempt to put them dofvti in 
salt; then corn them for two or ihr^e days; 
after which drain otl any bloody water 
which may come out, ami then make the 
follow ing pickle, sullicieiit to cover them; 
Take Iliac pounds of salt, three ouncss of 
baltpotic, one ounce of raUratus, four 
pounds of brown sugar or molasses; and 
bi: gallons of walcr; let them lie in tl.e 
abo\e pickle from thr.-e to six weeks, ac- 
cording to the size of the hams; wlicn 
you may take them out and smoko them 
with good hickory or maple wood until 
suflicieut to suit your taste. They should 
be taken down and hung up in a dry 
place, in bags, to protect them from flies.

— Many fruit 
trees which have been considered value- 1 
less, may be recovered by being manured I 
in tho fall and winter; and during warm 
day--, when the surface of the soil is not 1 
frozen, even fiiimulating ma-nures may be 
applied with impuniry, and covered with 
earth. Thus Peruvian guano, now ap- 
plied, will be so divided through tlie soil 
by «pring, as not to injure the young 
spongioles from the roots when they le- 
hume growth; whereas, if appled after 
the spring growth commences, the spou- j 
gioles wou.d be injured. Lime, ashes,
